four young men near there in the Snake 
river thia 
afternoon. A government 


scow is at woik in the river and six men 
ware in a boat endeavoring to Bat off a 
blast when the boat cspaiied, only two 
oi its occupants reaching shore, the re- 
maining four hungicg to tna boat until 
ihey were swept into the whirpool and 
wrenched 1 0099. Among the unfortun- 
ates waa the foreman of the scow end 
William WigjiDB, one of ths most popu- 
lar young men in Lawiston. None of 
the bodiea have been recovered. 


The scow had been at work cleaning 


obstructions uut of the river ior about 
tliree months. 
At the time of tho disaster it wan 


anchored off tLe mouth nf Dry Hollow. 
Fen men were aboard aud six were in a 
skiff alongeidb tuo drill pipe. 


The water runs very swiftly at thia 


point and there are aome traacheroua 
rap'da. Ia a twinkling the EkifF waa 
capsized and the occupants were floun- 
dering in the icy waters of Snake river. 


Two of the men, named Moote and

Many heavy lax payers and the bulk 


of the citiMns at larg* are seriously con- 
cerned over tho proposed action of the 


»eity trustees to have tho stone gotten 


paved with bitumen. 


The ostensible design of this work is 


to provide a way whereby the storm 
water may flow ontside ot the city, and 
not stand in pools to fester in the sun aa 
has been the case in some places sine? 
tho bituminous pavement waa laid. 


II Is asserted that repairing the gutters 


in this way will not enable all' the water 
to flow out for the simple reason that the 
streets in some instances have been 
traded in opposition to all the known 
principles ol science and common sense. 
The dip of the land ia towards tha South 
era Pacific railroad track) and the nt nrat 
supposition was that the engineer who 
did the work would make th'e grades 
conform thereto. 


But thia has not been done in every in- 


stance. The grade in Fresno street, in- 
stead of descending from the high land 
on K street to the low land on H street, 
is made to dip in the opposite direction, 
that is from I to K street. This Rrade. 
if continued, would have made a tunnel 
in the hill on which the Central school 
stands. Aa a result, the ntorm water 
flows from L street towards K, on Fresno, 
and when it gets a little past the Barton 
opera house it back* up until it forms a 
green pool and evaporates tinder the 
early summer sun in invisible clouds of 
ill smelling miasmatic vapor. 


BITUMINOUS DAMS. 


It is observed also that many «of the 


bitnmenons crosswalks have no culverts 
to allow the water to run from one block 
to another, but are built solid in viola- 
tion of all sanitary and engineering 
principles. 


Taking all theaa conditions into con- 


sideration it is d.fficult to see bow the 
evil Is to be remedied by plastering 
the granite gutters with a coat of 


fcbitumen. 
[f the work is to be done at all 
Ht should be done properly, and that ia 


by arranging the grades. BO that the 
water will run off and out of the city. 
But if this should he deemed inadvisable 
because~ of the expaaee involved, it 
would ba worse than folly to now spend 
$1000 or $4000 merely for the sake of 
plastering the gutters and giving some 
bitumenous rock corporation a fat job.

MEST. 


Street Superintendent Jones wsa asked 


by a BEPUBLIOAH reporter yesterday 
about the matter. He explained that'if 
the gutters were nicely plastered all tha 
Surplus water would rnn down Fresno 
street-to the old canal beyond Grand 
avenue and thence into old Dry creek. 
He Bdid that the ho'es or uneven places 
n tho gntterwaya would be filled np and 
made smooth by tha plaster, and that 
th» water having no holes to stand in 
would naturally take up itu bed 'bed 
walk out of town like a tramp who has 
teen given-a floater. 


THK TUNNEL GRADE.- 


When asked concerning the tunnel 


grade on Fresno atroet, Mr. Jones re- 
marked that he could not tell why it had 
been done that way. Ha appeared to 
view it in the light of a freak of nature. 


"The city was unmercifully jobbed on 
that grading," he added. "The engineer 
who superintended the laying of tho gut- 
ters got paid a magnificent salary by the 
city for doinir it." 
-. At the meeting of the trustees on Mon- 
day night oaly two bids wore received, 
one from the Pacific Paving company 
for 15 cants per foot, and the Santa 
Cruz Rock Paying company at $3950.- 
Tbe 15 cents per foot bid will aggregate 
$2172. The specifications.call for Santa 
Cruz bltumonouB rock, and it has bean 
laggented that thia kind of material may 
te under control of a single syndicate. 
» The work to be done means an ex pen- 
Mitare of between $2000 and $3000 and 
Vif, ae is probable, the gutters fail to carry 


the water up hill, it will be figuratively 
as well as literally throwing the people'a 
money into the gutters. 


The trustees have Lein very liberal in 


expending toe money of the .taxpayers, 
and it has not always boon expended 
well or wisely. When agents of con- 
tracting and other com pan tea make it 
merely a matter of fact affair to inti- 
mate to parsons with influence in cer- 
tain quarters tbat "there's a piece in it 
itforyonif you keep quiet," it IB time 
for faipaysis to put on their thinkine 
capa and ascertain whether they are not 
to be made tho victims of a useless and 
expensive job.

Thero havo long been rumorsof adrama 
to bo written in collaboration with 
Sardon. Tho manifest result, however, 
ia the volume just brought out, "Vic- 
toricn Sardou: A Personal Study." Sho 
is the iirst American authoress to bo 
decorated by tho French academy, of 
which sho is an oGicer, nnd quoting 
from the gallant M. Housaaye, "She is 
lovely with evury loveliness; her profile 
one that miifht havo been designed by

Scott and Irving met for the tirst time 


in 1817, the American visiting Sir Walter 
with a letter of introduction from tho 
poet Campbell. He ivas most cordially 
received at Abbotsford, and there Irving 
passed several of the most delightful 
davs of his lifo listening to the many 
tafes, told as uo one but Rcott ronld tell 
them, and rambling about tho beautiful 
hills. During oue of the. frequent con- 
versations between the- two amhora Irv- 
iug spoko of hia own and Miss Hoff- 
man's friend—Rebecca Gratz, of Phila- 
delphia. 
He glowingly described her 


beauty and related the story of her firm 
adherence to her religions faith under 
tho most trying circumstances, but par- 
ticularly did he tell of her zealous phi- 
lanthropy and'loveliness of character. 


Bir Walter was very deeply impressed 


and interested aud conceived tho idea of 
embodying n, character like hers in one 
of his novels. Ho was then revolving in 
his mind the story of "Ivanhoe." And 
on tho strength of Irving's vivid descrip- 
tion, he determined to introduce a Jew- 
ih female character. 
Scott composed this story during mo- 


ments of intense physical pain, yet at 
im.es he became so interested in the 
jhnracter of Rebecca, for he oven 
adopted her iiame, that he rose from .his 
couch and walked up and down the 
room while ho dictated the story to his 
amanuensis. 


He finished the hook in December, 


1819, and immediately sent the first copy 
:o Irving. Iu the letter accompanying 
it, he asked: "How do you like your 
Rebecca? Does the Rebecca 1 have pic- 
tured compare well with the pattern 
given?1 


The resemblance of the character to 


that of Miss Gratz, it is said by those 
who knew her, was closely marked. 
Although the EOUTCG of the character 
was known to the Jewess, her modesty 
made her shrink from the publicity of 
it, and when pressed upon the subject 
sho would deftly evade the matter by 
changing the topic. 


When a young girl, it is said, Rebecca 


Gratz won the regard of a gentleman of 
good position and wealth, but as he was 
a Christian the difference in their reli- 
gious faith proved a hopeless barrier to 
their union. Sho consequently never 
marriedi Instead she devoted her lifo 
to charitable deeds. She founded the 
orphans' asylum of this city, and as 
early as 1811 her name appeared as an 
officer of the female association. -In 183S 
a mission school for Hebrew children 
was started by .ihis noble woman. At

^ SIMPLE EXPLANATION OF HOW 


ARTIFICIAL ICE IS MADE. 


,tie Frlnelpleef Ammonia Freerlnc Ma* 
Cblcei V«ry Clcarlj- Bet Forth—The 
Factor That neat Is In Producing Cold. 
The Part Tbat Treasure Flaji. 


The principle ou which the manufacture 
f ice is based is exemplified in the relation 
f heat into tlie conversion of water Into 
AS steam. A certain nmouofc of heat is 
equired for tbe conversion of uuy fluid 
Dto a gas. This heat becomes, as we Bay, 
Ueat—that is, is being -employed for the 
me in producing violent undulations ol 
.IB Ka3 molecultiti. 
Whenever a liquid is converted into a 
as, licat must come from somewhere. lu 
ie making of steam it comes from tho 
re; in the ordinary evaporation ol the 
•ater out of doors it comes from the i 
.'hen there is no special heating arrange- 


, but the conditions are fnvorablo foi 


10 gaseous change In the fluid, heat \viL 
B taken up from surrounding substances 
they Imvfiany. 
If you dip your hand in water anil then 
ave it through tha air the water will 
vaporate—that is, ho converted into gas- 
nil you will appreciate by the cool aeusa- 
on that heat has been abstracted, from 
our hand. If you use instead of water 
>me fluid which more readily prisrot into 
ie gaseous state, such as alcohol or ether, 
IB .sensation of coolness will ho more im- 
ledlatu and intense. 
Now this Is tho principle which is ap- 
lied in the manufacture of ice. Some 
uid which evaporates readily Is forced to 
OEO under such conditions that the heat 
hlcli It must have and render latent i: 
s vapor will be extracted from a liuiiieil 
unntityof water, and this process using 
mde continuous, bo much heat will finally 
3 abstracted from tho water that its molc- 
ilcs can no longer stay rnolulc, but fly to- 
ethcr into crystals—the water freezes. 
The evaporation fluid uswJ in praelleu 
iay be sulphuric ether or sulphurous acid 
r ammonia. Tho last is ppj-hnps nan-n- 
ays most often used. These fluids arc 
ept in strong, close pipes mid receivers, 
ml can under no conditions come into con 
id with the water to ho frozen. 
Suppose wo consider the ammonia freyz- 
ig nmclirnes very briefly only, for intothe 
etails of the process it is not necessary for 
s hero to enter. 
But in order to understand this opera- 
m one more physical principle must be 
ited, which is that the degree of pressure 
which a substance Is exposed, has a great 


nflueiice upon tlie temperature at which 
j passes from the. fluid to t.ha gaseouscou- 
itiou. Water at thu ordinary altitudes 
toils—that is, is converted into vapor—at 
00 dogs, centigrade (313degs. Fahrenlicit), 
ut on a high mountain ft will boil at a 
iwer temperature than this, because the 
Liuuspheric pressure Is less there. 
On the other hand, if you put a gas into 
receiver, aud expose it to a sufficiently 
eavy pressure by a powerful pump or in 
ouie other way. It will in most coses be- 
omo a fluid forthwith, and the heat which 
id been latent in it will ba given out'.

Now in ice factories powerful engines 
re used to force the ammoiiin g;is bj 
rassurfi into the liquid state, and the heat 
Inch is Lhnsset free is carried off by cool 
ater pouring over the coils of stout iron 
pa in which it is confined. This fluid 
rrvmonin—kenfc fluid by the pressure to 
liiuh it is subjected, n pressure vavyiuR 
om 125 to 175 pounds to the square inch 
is earned in pipes to coils in thcfrcw.- 
g tanks. These tanks arc- simply great 
,ts filled with brine and covered over 
ith a floor. Into this brine, cans filled 
ith the water to bo frozen are placed and 
rcfnlly covered. These cans are usually 
itween three and four feet deep, about 
icfoot thick ami nearly two feet wide, 
oils of pipe communicating with the 
mmonia pipes are immersed in the brine, 
hlch is kept in motion by paddle wheels 
ovcd by machinery.
